1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' AMENDMENT filed on 09/12/2006, 

2. Claim 2 has been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-8 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1 and 3-8 are allowed in 
light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is directed to a method for analyzing data link messages. 
The method comprising steps for receiving a plurality of data link message, storing the 
plurality of data link messages in a database, assigning each data link message to one 
of a plurality of message groups according to the message type. 

The closest prior arts, US Patent No. 5,835,059 issued to Nadel et al. 
(hereinafter Nadel) teaches tracking data link message related to air traffic control and 
all data link message storing in the DPS as shown in fig. 3 and 6. Nadel also teaches a 
list of active message to be displayed. US Patent 4,110,605 issued to Miller teaches the 
messages are stored under tabulated format and displayed to the user based on the 
message content fields. And US Patent No. 5,673,031 issued to Meier teaches 
detecting the duplicated message by removing or discarding the duplicated content data 
link message. 
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In combination, Nadel, Miller and Meier fail to teach "filtering selected message

content fields to remove repeated incidences of the same content and displaying a list 

I 

of the filed contents for each message content field." (see Remarks dated 03/20/2006, 
on page 4 and page 5). 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1 and 3-8 them allowable.
